SAIGON, South Viet Nam, Oct. 
18 (AP)—Gen. Maxwell D. Tay- 
lor, President Kennedy’s mili- 
tary adviser, talked for three 
hours today with President Ngo 
Dinh Diem of .South Viet Nam 
about the mounting Communist 
guerrilla threat in this country. 
They reached no decision on 
new means to cope with it.

Taylor, on

tration’s ‘‘utmost confidence’”’ 
in Diem’s government. 

A few hours after Taylor’s 
arrival, Diem proclaimed a state 
of emergency throughout the 
nation in an apparent move to 
step up the fight agains the 
Communist-led Viet Cong rebels. 

The decree was signed last 
Sunday but its announcement 
apparently was timed to coincide 
with Taylor’s visit to determine 
whether it is necessary or ad- 
visable to send United States 
troops to assist Diem’s forces.

Gen. .Tavior met President 
Diem at the heavily guarded 
Presidential palace after 
three-hour session with Unite 
States officials who have bee 
traning and equipping Viet 
Namese forces. Reporters were 
told that the survey at the 
United States Embassy covered 
military, political, social, eco- 
nomic and other factors. 


A spokesman commented, 
however, that the discussions 
were neither optimistic nor pes- 
$imistic. 


Taylor told reporters his visit 
reflects President Kennedy’s 
concern over reports of stepped- 
up aggression against Viet Nam 
and that he would seek ways 
to assist the Diem government. 

The general plans to tour 
mountain highlands near the 
Laotian border and the southern 
Mekong delta region, both rebel 
strongpoints. Much of the con- 
cern that led to his mission 
centers around reports of heavy 
infiltrations of Viet Cong troops 
from North Viet Nam across 
the Laotian border. 

May Visit Thailand. 

Tavlor’s schedule has been 
announced only through Satur- 
day, and there has been no 
indication of how long he might 
stay after that. He is expected 
to visit Thailand, which fears 
Communist infiltration as the 
result of the growing Communist 
influence in Laos. 

One Viet Namese_ military 
spokesman summed up the sit- 
uation in South Viet Nem as 
one of small-pocket fighting 
throughout the nation ‘“‘but noth- 
ing really big.”

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Gateway Arch 


to Withstand 


Winds of 200 Miles an Hour 


Those of Lesser Force, However, Could 
Cause Greater Stress Because of 
Sympathetic Vibrations. 


The Gateway Arch will be de- 
signed to withstand winds of 
more than 200 miles an hour, 
the Post-Dispatch was told to- 
day. 

Engineers explained that the 
big design problem in wind re- 
sistance, however, is not ex- 
treme velocity but winds of 
much less force. Pressure from 
comparatively moderate winds 
can subject the arch to more 
stress than pounding by winds 
of gale or even hurricane force. 

Construction of the 630-foot 
arch and an underground visitor 
center at its base will be the 
next stage in development of 
the Jefferson National Expan- 
sion Memorial on the downtown 
Mississippi riverfront. Engineers 
are putting finishing touches on 
the construction plans, -d spec- 
ifications will be made available 
to prospective bidders Monday. 

The National Park Service ex- 
pects to take bids about Dec. 20, 
get construction under way early 
next year,

Charges Involving 
Mack Is Ordered 
Off the Air. 


WASHINGTON, Oct. 18 (AP) 
—The Federal Communications 
Commission today ordered Pub- 
lic Service Television Inc., in- 
volved in charges of undue in- 
fluence in obtaining its license, 
to stop using television channel 
10 in Miami by Nov. 20 

The action, described by FC( 
Chairman Newton N. Minow as 
the first of its kind in commis- 
sion history, was coupled with 
the granting of the channel li- 
cense to L. B. Wilson Inc. 

A 10-line summary of an order 
approved earlier in the day by 
the commission thus wrote an 
end to the case which had 
rocked the industry three years 
ago. 

The case involved charges that 
former FCC member Richard A. 
Mack and Miami attorney Thur- 
man <A. Whiteside, long-time 
friend of Mack, conspired to rig 
the award of Channel 10 to Pub 
lic Service, a subsidiary. of Na- 
tional Airlines 

Their first trial ended in a 
deadlocked jurp in 1958. White- 
side was acquitted when he was 
tried separately last October 
Mack at the time was in a 
Florida sanitarium and unable 
to stand trial, 

Whiteside was found 
shotgun wounds last 
his Miami office 
was ruled a suicide 

The Government dropped the 
three-year-old indictment against 
Mack last Aug. 30 

Today’s action had 
dered some time ago by the 
FCC, but court appeals had de- 
layed it. 

The commission, reviewing 
the award after the Mack-White- 
side relationship had become 
known, disqualified Public Serv- 
ice Television and two other ap- 
plicants for the channel, and 
ordered the channel awarded 
temporarily to L. B. Wilson, 
Inc. 

The United States court of ap- 
peals affirmed the FCC order 
last July 6, but its effectiveness 
was held up further pending an 
appeal to the Supreme Court.

‘There is no supreme military 
advantage to be gained in touch- 
ing off so large a bomb.”’ said The 
Times. “‘The purpose behind the 
announcement is largely political 
It is meant to fill the Western 
peoples with fears of what may 
happen unless their governments 
concede points to the Russians 
over Berlin.” 

The Guardian of Manchester 
said Russia's plans to explode 
the super bomb “‘has destroyed 
the prospect of freezing weapons 
development and so limiting the 
arms race. It has also destroyed 
the attempt to start a pilot 
scheme for int ».national control 
over disarmament. It has added 
to the polution of the earth’s 
atmosphere with new radiation 
And it has brought Russia neither 
extra influence nor greater 
security.” 

The Guardian felt Khrushchev 
was more constructive on Berlin 
and Germany but cautioned that 
he had said nothing to suggest 
he is ‘departing at all from his 
insistence that Eastern Germany 
must before long (even if not 
this year) control access to Ber- 
lin and that it must become a 
‘free’ city (free in his sense, 
which hitherto has meant the re- 
moval of Western garrisons as 
such).”’

West German Views. 

To West German newspapers 
the high spot of Khrushchev’s 
speech was his announcement 
that he would postpone signing 
an East German peace treaty.

BONN, Oct. 18 (UPI)—Chan- 
cellor Adenauer’s announcement 
that he will retire in less than 
four years has assured that 
parliament will elect him head of 
a new West German coalition 
government. 

By saying yesterday that he 
would retire before the end of 
the upcoming four-year legisla- 
tive period, he won the support 
of a majority of Free Democrats. 
They are willing to accept him 
as long as he steps down after a 
limited period. 

Both the Christian Democrats, 
the ruling party, and the Free 
Democrats arranged a meeting 
today to discuss the lineup of 
the next coalition cabinet. 

In addition to Adenauer, Vice 
Chancellor and Economics Min- 
ister Ludwig Erhard will retain 
his posts. Heinrich von Brentano, 
it was predicted, will remain as 
foreign minister, at least as long 
as Adenauer stays on. It was 
doubtful that von Brentano would 
stay when and if Erhard succeeds 
Adenauer. Franz Josef Strauss 
will certainly be defense min- 
ister.

Soviet Deputy Foreign Minis- 
ter Valerian Zorin accused the 
U.N. Congo command of bypass- 
ing the Security Council by 
agreeing on a cease-fire and 
threatened to take the issue be- 
fore the council. He demanded 
that the U.N. Congo force take 
action to end Katanga’s seces- 
sion from the rest of The Congo. 

Congo Foreign Minister Justin 
Bomboko, at a press conference, 
denounced the cease-fire as 
blackmail by Tshombe’s regime. 
Bomboko hinted that his govern- 
ment would seek Soviet aid to 
smash Tshombe’s regime unless 
the U.N. acted against Katanga. 

The Congo diplomat said that 
if the cease-fire is ratified by 
the secretariat, “the trust we 
put in the United Nations may 
vanish.” 

The Katanga issue raised the 
first real crisis since Dag Ham- 
marskjold was killed. It under- 
lined the need for an interim 
Secretary General to make top- 
level decisions. Informed sources 
said top secretariat officials were 
wary of ratifying the cease-fire 
agreement for fear of incurring 
the wrath ot the Soviet bloc and 
the Congo government. 

Western diplomats predicted 
that if the agreement were rat- 
ified, the Russians would go be- 
fore the Security Council and 
challenge the action as an illegal 
seizure of power by secretariat 
ofticials.

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Even Victors Concede 
That Narrowness in 
Election May Lead to 
Some Changes. 


MIAMI, Oct. 18 (UPI)—Dade 
(Miami) county's controversial 
Metro government system won a 
vote of confidence in a special 
election yesterday, but the nar- 
rowness of the vote may lead to 
changes. 

More than 200,000 persons 
voted on a package of 40 amend- 
ments that would have amounted 
to a new charter for Metro, an 
experiment in local government 
designed to meet the problems 
of urban population growth. 

Complete unofficial 
showed 104,575 votes against the 
so-called McLeod amertdment, It 
drew 96,380 favorable votes, 
more than double the 44,404 
votes which first put Metro into 
effect on May 21, 1957. 

‘‘We woke them up,” said Dan 
Chappell, president of the peo- 
ple’s committee to amend Metro. 
“We pointed up Metro's many 
defects.”’ 

Even the victors conceded that 
the closeness of the vote prob- 
ably would bring changes aimed 
at winning over the opposition 
that has fought the govern- 
mental experiment since its 
start. 

Under Metro, the county gov- 
ernment has charge of all county- 
wide functions —traffic control, 
tax assessment and collection, 
sewage and garbage disposal and 
water, The governments of the 
cities—Dade county has 27—are 
limited to dealing with local 
problems. 

The McLeod amendment, 
drafted by former County Com- 
missioner John B. McLeod, 
would have abolished the county 
manager, returning all power to 
the commission; cut back Met- 
ro’s authority to the county’s un- 
incorporated areas, returning 
autonomy to the cities; and 
wiped out such innovations as 
the county-wide traffic court, 
which replaced a number of lo- 
cal traffic courts in Miami and 
its surrounding cities.

HEARD NINQUIR 
INTO TEAMSTERS 


Robert (Barney) Baker, trouble- 
shooter for the Teamsters Union. 
appeared as a witness today be- 
‘fore a special federal grand jury 

which is invéstigating Teamsters 
-activities in the St. Louis area. 


The investigation was begun 
‘last July 25 by special attorneys 
who were sent to St. Louis by 
+the Department of Justice. Wit- 
nesses have testified about loans 
the Central States 
‘Teamsters Conference pension 
fund to businesses, including

The 300-pound Baker, who had 
not been in St. Louis since police 
ordered him to leave about six 
years ago, waited outside the 
grand jury room for about two 
hours before being called. 

Baker is at liberty on bond 
pending an appeal of a two-year 
sentence for extorting $525 from 
an officer of a trucking firm at 
Pittsburgh. He was sentenced 
last January, 

Declining to comment on de- 
tails of his testimony, Baker 
said he was unable to determine 
from questions asked him what 
subject was under investigation. 

The special attorneys direct- 
ing the inquiry are William P. 
French and Thomas J. McTier- 
nan, both with the Justice De- 
partment’s criminal! division. 
They are authorized to inquire 
into ,possible violations of fraud 
sections of federal statutes. 

Baker was active in a violent 
taxicab strike which resulted 
from Teamsters organizing ac- 
tivities here in 1953. He was ar- | 
rested for carrying a concealed 
weapon, but the charge later 
was dismissed. 


RADAR ‘HAND-OFF’ 
SYSTEM USED AT 
LAMBERT FIELD 


An air traffic control procedure 
which safety experts believe 
might have prevented a collision 
over New York in 1960 was re- 
cently placed into operation for 
all inbound flights at Lambert- 
St. Louis Field. | 

Gerald Wright, watch supervis- 
or at the airport, said today that 
the procedure known as direct 
radar ‘“‘hand-off’’ — a system 
under which radar observance of 
an inbound flight continues until 
control has been taken over by 
a tower, is now. being used for 
all St. Louis-bound flights. 

It was lack of such radar hand- 
off that played a major part in 
the collision of a United DC8 and 
a Trans World Airlines constel- 
lation over New. York in 1960, 
which killed 134 persons. The 
control center stopped monitor- 
ing the jet before it entered the 
‘dlewild tower’s jurisriction. 

Until recently, the hand-off 
procedure was used exclusively 
for inbound jet flights here, 
Wright said. Lee E. Warren, | 
deputy director of the Federal 
Aviation Agency’s air traffic

In negotiations with G.M. and 
Ford, agreements first were 
made on a national economic 
contract covering wages and ex- 
tra benefits. Local unions insisted 
on striking to back up their de- 
mands on non-economic matters. 

Reuther said that the UAW 
would insist that Chrysler accept 
the wage and benefit pattern es- 
tablished in settlements the union 
has with G.M., Ford and Amer- 
ican Motors Corp. 

This gives UAW members an 
annual wage increase of 214 per 
cent or six cents an hour, which- 
ever is larger, and a_ cost-of- 
living wage increase tied to the 
Government’s consumer price 
index. 

The G.M.,. Ford and A.M.C. 
settlements provide fully com- 
pany-paid hospital-medical care 
insurance, higher pension levels 
and expanded supplemental un- 
employment compensation bene- 
contract has 
a profit-sharing plan but the 


union is not insisting that other 
companies follow suit on this. 


Chrysler, harassed by man- 
agerial problems earlier this 
year, now has a new top-level 
management trying to get the 
firm on a money-making basis.

The government announced to- 
day that the mutilated body of 
its top liaison officer with the 
International Control Commis- 
sion, who the government said 
was kidnaped by the Viet Cong 
Oct. 1, had been fouind six miles 
from Saigon. 

The Government said a coro- 
ner’s examination indicated that 
the officer, Col. Hoang Thuy 
Nam, had been tortured and then 
stabbed to death. 

The Government had demand- 
ed that the Control Commission 
—made up of India, Canada and 
Communist Poland — take action 
with the Communist rebels to 
obtain his release.

he said. “One is the trend 
toward joining all forces against 
socialism. The other is the 
trend toward mounting contra- 
dictions between the imperialist 
powers, and also between the im- 
perialist powers and the other 
countries of the capitalist world. 

“The United States has not 
succeeded and will not succeed 
in overcoming “the latter trend. 
The American financial oligar- 
chy does not have the strength 
or the means to implement its 
claims to the role of savior of 
capitalism and — the more so 
— its claims to world domina- 
tion.”’ 

In contending that the ‘‘down- 
fall of imperialism and the tri- 
umph of socialism on a world 
scale are inevitable,’’ Khrush- 
chev said there were three his- 
torical stages in this: 

Formation of ‘‘the. world so- 
cialist system.” 

“The crumbling of the co- 
lonial system.”’ : 

“An acute all-around weak- 
ening of capitalism and a fresh 
sharpening of its general 
crisis.” 

‘“‘Socialism has been translated 
into reality in the Soviet Union,” 
Khrushchev said. He said this 
congress would gq down in his- 
tory as the ‘‘congress of builders 
of Communism.” 

Khrushchev said there had 
been a ‘‘colossal transformation” 
in. Soviet. living conditions: Un- 
employment ‘‘wiped out,’”’ real 
wages of workers up 480 per 
cent, real income of peasants up 
500 per cent. 

All this, he said, 


_chev’s dream. 


“has given | 


the Soviet people a grand sense 
of faith in their own and their 
children’s future; a sense of se- 
curity, and has moulded them in 
the spirit of historical optimism.” 

By contrast, he said, ‘“imperi- 
alism has irretrievably lost its 
hold on the bulk of the peoples 
. the main ave..ue along 
which mankind advances has 
been established. It is social- 
ism.” . 

Spending for Arms. 

A weakness of the capitalist 
powers, Khrushchev said, is 
that ‘“‘war production has be- 
come a permanent element’’ of 
their economies with “15 to 20 
per cent of the national income 
spent on armaments.” 

He said that one of every nine 
men in the capitalist countries 
of North America, western Eu- 
rope, Japan and Australia is un- 
employed 

“Decay and parasitism is well 
on the way,” he said. 

Khrushchev said that at pres- 
ent “imperialism compels man- 
kind to spend at least 100 billion 
dollars annually for military 
purposes.” 

“If only 20 per cent of Ahat 
sum were annually spent on help- 
ing the underdeveloped countries, 
in the course of 25 years it would 
be possible to build power sta- 
tions totaling 230,000,000 kilowatts 
and steel works producing 185.,- 
000,000 tons of steel a year, ir- 
rigate more than 100,000,000 hec- 
tares (247,000,000 acres) of land, 
and do many things to improve 
the life of the peoples,’ Khrush- 
chev said 

Aims of Program. 

Outlining the 20-year party pro- 
gram, Khrushchev described it 
as a “concrete, scientifically mo- 
tivated program for the building 
of Communism.” 

He said it aimed at 

Giving the Soviet Union nearly 
twice the industrial goods now 
produced in the whole non-Com- 
munist world and creating a liv- 
ing standard higher than in any 
Capitalist country. 

Giving Russia the 
shortest working. day 
1970, ‘‘the bracket 
industrial and 
will disappear.” 

Providing maintenance of all 
disabled persons at public ex- 
pense; rent-free modern housing 
for every family and free basic 
communal services. 

Increasing the U.S.S.R.’s gross 
national product five times in

Giving the 
the U.S.S.R. an annual capacity 
of some 250,000,000 tons 
by 1970, he said, Soviet 
production will exceed the pres- 
ent United States output by 
about 55,000,000 tons 

Quadrupling of Productivity. 

Khrushchev said more than 
nine-tenths of the increase in na- 
tional income in the years 1961- 
1980 will come from a rise in 
labor productivity. This produc- 
tivity will be doubled by 1970. 
and quadrupled by 1980. 

Powerful fuel and fuel-produc- 
ing centers will be built in Si- 
bera, he said, “‘to turn central 
Asia into a key power-producing 
area based on its immense re- 
sources of gas and hydro-power 

New metallurgical centers will 
be ‘built so that by 1980 the coun- 
try should have metallurgical 
bases in the Urals. the Ukraine, 
in regions of Sibera and the Far 
Fast, Kazakhstan, and in the 
central regions of the European 
part of the Soviet Union.” 

In agriculture, he said the aim 
was to “‘achieve an abundance of 
high-quality products for the peo- 
ple and of raw materials for in- 
dustry; to insure a gradual tran- 
sition of the Soviet countryside 
to Communist relations 
and to eliminate, in the main 
the distinctions between town and 
country on the basis of a power- 
ful expansion of the productive 
forces of agriculture.” 

Presents Contrast. 

Khrushchev, appearing in fine 
form, quoted from a poem by a 
19th century Russian poet named 
Nekrasov, to contrast the back- 
wardness of pre-revolutionary 
Russia with present and future 
Russia. 

The poet said Russia was “‘im- 
potent. and wretched although it 
is mighty and abundant.”’ 

“Mother Russia,’’ Khrushchev 
said dramatically, ‘‘is no longer 
impotent and wretched, and it 
is mighty and abundant.”’ 

The Premier departed from his 
text with side remarks about six 
times before he paused for a 
half-hour recess. 

He gave elementary lessons on 
raising corn and other crops. He 
shifted back and forth from his 
vision of the rosy Communist 
future to detailed discussion on 
the significance of beans and 
peas to the national economy. 

Discussing agricultural prob 
lems in the Ukraine, Khrushchev, 
turned to a woman member of 
the congress presidium who wore 
a kerchief over her head. 

‘There is our glorious comrade 
Geadoliniuk, How much did you 
raise?’’ he asked. 

She answered inaudibly but the 
delegates broke into applause 
anyway. 

While speaking about the Com- 
munist future, Khrushchev waved 
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He indicated there are crop 
problems in Byelorussia. He 


praised the agricultural achieve- 


ments of Russia, the Ukraine 
and Kazakhstan, but said ‘‘as to 
Byelorussia we had better whis- 
per. And we have ‘something to 
whisper about.” 
Khrushchev suggested that a 
certain Ukrainian :farm had bet- 
ter raise its crop production to 


its proper level or the party will he

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YUGOSLAV JET 
DEAL DEFENDED 
BY EISENHOWER

WASHINGTON, Oct. 18 (AP)— 
Former President Dwight D. 
Eisenhower may have taken 
some of the steam out of the 
controversy over the United 
States sale of 130 surplus jet 
fighter planes to Communist Yu- 
goslavia. He said yesterday that 
the transaction was “‘in the best 
interests of the United States.” 

Eisenhower and the White 
House agreed that he had not 
briefed President Kennedy per- 
sonally on the plane deal, The 
White House said military aids 
of the two had gone over the 
matter. There had been pub- 
lished reports that Eisenhower 
personally had given Mr. Kenne- 
dy information on the purchase 
agreement in the changeover of 
administrations. 

Eisenhower Statement. 


In his statement, Eisenhower 
eaid, “I have no recollection of 
discussing this matter informally 
with President Kennedy. And it 
was not mentioned in formal 
briefings when he and I and se- 
lected members of our staffs 
were present. Nor do I recall 
passing personally on any of the 
above actions specifically involv- 
ing these aircraft. 

“If there is a document evi- 
dencing my specific approval of 
this sale, I shall await its full 
release before commenting fur- 
ther.” 

White House press secretary 
Pierre Salinger said Eisenhower 
had not personally briefed Mr. 
Kennedy on the prospective sale 
of the 120 Saber jets. He said 
the former President’s special 
assistant for national security 
affairs, Brig. Gen. Andrew Good- 
paster, went over the matter 
with Mr. Kennedy’s military 
aide, Maj. Gen. Chester V. Clif- 
ton. 

Begun by Truman. 

The White House said the sale 
continued a program begun un- 
der former President Harry S. 
Truman and continued under the 
Eisenhower Administration. The 
jet deal was completed under 
the Kennedy Administration. 

Senator Harry F. Byrd (Dem.), 
Virginia, called the deal fantas- 
tic and predicted yesterday that 
“when this matter is browpnt 
before Congress the proceedin 
will be overwhelmingly ie 
ated.” 

The White House version and 
the statement issued by Eisen- 
hower were in general agree- 
ment. Eisenhower put out the 
statement a short time after he 
commerted on the matter at a 
press conference. 


Salinger said the former Presi- 
dent had left a list of things to 
be considered by the incoming | 
administration, and the jet sale 
was one of them. 


“There were reasons ady ranced 
why the program should go for- 
ward, yes,’ Salinger said in 
reply to a question. 

Careaclogy of Deal, 

As outlined by 
fs the chro nology of the trans- 
action: 

The Defense Department pro- 
posed the sale of the F-86D 
Saber jets Aug. 26, 1960; the 
State Department asked for 
clarifying information Oct. 25; 
the Defense Department supplied 
the information Dec. 14; the 
State Department approved the 
ale last Jan. 16, a few days be- 
fore the Eisenhower Administra- 
tion left office and the Kennedy 
Administration took over. 

Salinger said clearance by the 
Defense and State Departments 
was all the approval needed for 
the sale. 

He said President Kennedy, 
could have stopped the sale just 
as Eisenhower could have 
stopped the shipment of hun- 
dreds of planes given or sold to 
the Yugoslavs when he was in 
the White House. 

Continued Transaction. 

“President Kennedy,” said Sal- 
inger, ‘“‘continued the transac- 
tion approved by the State De 
partment before his inauguration 
for the same reason that Presi- 
dent. Eisenhower, during his ad- 
ministration, either gave or sold 
these hundreds of aircraft to the 
Yugoslav Government, the prin- 
cipal reason being maintaining 
Yugoslav independence from the 
(Communist bloc) Warsaw Pact 
military alliance.” 

Salinger said he knew Eisen- 
hower would not want to give 
any impression that this is the 
first time jet fighters have been 
given or sold to Yugoslavia. 

The record shows, he said, 
that in the 1952-1957 period 405 
planes were given to the Yugo- 
slavs, of which 212 were jet 
fighters, 47 jet trainers, 126 
propeller-driven fighters and 20 
propeller-driven transports. 

Sold Fighters, Trainers.

Officials in Washington noted 
that surplus United States grain 
had been sold to Yugoslavia in 
each of the last three years.

BEARDEN SAYS 


FEDERAL AGENTS 
LED HIJACKING 


EL PASO, Tex., Oct. 18 (UPT) 
—The trial of Leon Bearden, who 
swore that federal agents mas- 
terminded the plot to hijack a 
commercial jetliner and fly it to 
Cuba, was expected to be placed 
in the hands of the jury today. 

Bearden took the witness stand 


in his own behalf yesterday. He 
refused to swear on a Bible to 
tell the truth because he said he 
was an atheist. He was per- 
mitted to be sworn by affirma- 
tion. 


It was the first time he had 


tried to link anyone other than 
himself and his 16-year-old son 
Cody with the hijacking of a 
$5,000,000 Continental Airlines 
jetliner. Earlier he had told au- 
thorities he and his son planned 
to sell it to Fidel Castro’s gov- 
ernment and “‘live like kings’’ 
off of the proceeds. 

Young Bearden has pleaded 
guilty to charges in his part of 
the hijacking and faces deten- 
tion in a federal juvenile insti- 
tution until he is 21. Bearden 
pleaded not guilty. 

‘Not by Choice.’ 


“I was on that plane unwill- | 


ingly and not by choice,’’ Bear- 
den testified. 

He said shortly after he re- 
turned from Mexico City, where 
he tried to get a visa to live in 
Cuba, two men came to his home 
at Coolidge, Ariz. 

He said one of them identified 
himself as “‘Mr. Walker’’ of the 
Federal Bureau of Investigation 
and introduced the second man 
as ‘“‘Mr. Shoemaker of the Se- 
cret Service.” 

He said they questioned him 
about going to Mexico City and 
visiting the Cuban Embassy, then 
left. Later, he said ‘‘Walker” re- 
turned with a ‘““Mr. Dewitt” and 
gave him instructions about how 


to hijack the airplane and where | 


to fly it.

Goldberg held a press confer- 
ence to release the information 
on the missile labor situation 
and to report on a two-day meet- 
Labor 
Management Advisory Commit- 
tee that ended yesterday. 


The committee made up of 
representatives of labor, man- 
agement and the public, is work- 
ing on five policy reports for 
Mr. Kennedy. 

The reports will deal with 
suggested policies on wages and 
prices, collective bargaining, 
economic growth and unemploy- 
ment, automation, and maintain- 
ing American markets abroad. 


Goldberg said he hoped that 


‘some if not all the reports will 
| be ready for Mr. Kennedy after 


the labor management panel's 
next meeting Nov. 28, which will 
be its sixth full session. The re- 


| ports nearest completion are 


those on automation and collec- 


tive bargaining. 

Goldberg said that the collec- 
tive bargaining report will sug- 
gest new procedures for deal- 
ing with big strikes and improv- 
ing methods for employes and 
labor organizations to solve their 
problems. He said it will be up 
to Mr. Kennedy whether the re- 
ports wi be made public but 
the la management group 
will urge that they be released. 

Goldberg said that in the first 
three months of the no-strike 
plan at missile and space bases 
only 768 man-days were lost 
due to strikes in more than 
4,000,000 man-days worked. This 
compared with 34,532 man-days 
lost to strikes in the same period 
of 1960 in less working time. 

The record was marred in Sep- 
tember, the fourth month under 
the no-strike pledge, when 1136 
man-<days were lost to strikes. 
This compared with 4979 man- 
days lost in September 1960, 

Almost all the lost time in- 
crease in September was due 
to two walkouts at Lowry Air 
Force Base, Denver, and Schil- 
ling Air Force Base, Salina, Kan.

PARIS, Oct. 18 (AP) —Amer- 
ican sources affirmed yesterday 
reports from eastern France that 
the United States Air Force is 
about to reactivate its jet-fichter 
base near Chaumont,

sources said they would be

BIG SPRING, Tex., Oct. 18— 
Thirteen-year-old. Donna Marie 
Stone will be turned over to St. 
Clair county (Ill.) authorities for 
trial for murder, District Attor- 
ney Guilford Jones said today. 

The girl and John E. Myers, 
both of Chicago, admitted killing 
four persons, two ol them in Lli- 
nois. one in Missouri and one in 
Texas. Thev are being held in 
lexas 

Jones said the Stone girl would 
be held at the Texas Training 
School for Girls at Gainesville 
until a trial of Myers for murder 
is completed. Then, he said, he 
will ask that she be turned over 
to St. Clair county authorities. 
He said he did not know when 
Myers would be tried. 

Ruled Delinquent. 


Judge Ed Carpenter of the 
Howard county juvenile court 
ruled yesterday that the girl was 
delinquent for habitually associa- 
ting with vicious and immoral 
persons, and ordered her sent to 
the training school at Gaines- 
ville 

A St. Clair county circuit court 
grand jury indicted Myers and 
the girl Sept. 28 for the murder 
of George Ballard and his 10- 
year-old daughter, Carol. 

Myers, 32, and the girl, who 
had been living with her grand- 
parents in Edwardsville, IIl., 
until she ran off with him, said 
they shot Ballard and his daugh- 
ter Aug. 30 at Hooker lake, U.S 
Highway 460 and Illinois Route 
13, where the pair was fishing 
They tied their victims’ hands 
behind their backs and placed a 
handkerchief gag over the girl’s 
mouth before shooting them in 
the head, they said. 

Ballard lived at 121 Bethesda 
street, near Belleville. 

They said they killed the man 


and his child to get an automo- 
bile. However, they could not 
start it, so they walked from the 
lake to the home of Mr. and 
Mrs. H. P. Graham, 1801 South 
Seventy-fourth street, St. Clair 
county, where they forced Gra- 
ham to give them his car, and 
took Miss Margaret Wernicker, 
who lived with the Grahams, 
with them as a hostage. 

The pair said they shot Miss 
Wernicker and beat her on the 
head with rocks the next day in 
Oregon county, Missouri, leav- 
ing her body in an_ isolated 
wooded section near Thayer. 

Shot Hitchhiker. 

In Texas, they said, they 
picked up Arthur Lee DeKraai 
of Ottumwa, lIa., a hitchhiker 
They shot him to death and 
dumped his body near Midland, 
Tex. They were arrested a short 
time later in Midland when a 
Texas State Highway Patrolman 
recognized their car as stolen. 

Mvers went on trial here for 
the murder of DeKraai last 
Wednesday, but a change of 
venue to Rusk, in eastern Texas, 
was granted after a jury could 
not be selected. He is awaiting 
trial in Rusk. 

The Stone girl cannot be tried 
in Texas for murder until she 
is 18. 

Illinois law leaves the question 
of whether a juvenile may be 
tried aS an adult to the discre- 
tion of county authorities.

for a nuclear-free zone in Cen- 
tral Europe and other Commu- 
nist-sponsored proposals for dis- 
engagement. 


Press officer Lincoln White 
said the United States considers 
such schemes ‘“‘transparent de- 
vices intended to weaken and ul. 
timately destroy the Atlantic Al- 
liance.”’ 


White read a statement at a 
specially convened press confer- 
ence after he was questioned 
about a speech Senator Hubert 
H. Humphrey of Minnesota, the 
assistant Senate Democratic 
leader, was reported to have 
given before a Polish television 
audience in Warsaw Monday. 


Humphrey was reported to 
have said that the Kennedy Ad- 
ministration’s new disarmament 
agency is giving ‘‘very thought- 
ful consideration”’ to the Rapacki 
plan for a nuclear free zone in 
Central Europe. 


The plan is named for Polish 
Foreign Minister Adam Rapacki., 
who has advocated that Poland, 
East and West Germany and 
Czechoslovakia be linked in a 
zone in which the use of nuclear 
weapons would be barred. 

White said that the State De- 
partment had no reports on 
what Humphrey actually said to 
the television audience. 


“On the subject of European 
security, independent of what 
the Senator may-have said, I can 
state we have not changed our 
appraisl of schemes for so-called 
disengagement or nuclear free 
zones i: Central Europe, put 


_— 
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forward at various times by 
members of the Soviet bloc,” 
White said. 


“Our appraisal is that these 
schemes have been transparent 
devices intended to weaken and 
ultimately destroy the Atlantic 
Alliance. 

““Moreover these schemes usu- 
ally call for an arrangement 
which would discriminate against 
the Federa: Republic of Germany 
which is a full and equal mem- 
ber of NATO.” 

White said the United States 
had put forward a comprehen- 
sive disarmament proposal at 
the United Nations and the best 
hope of progress on disarmament 
would come from pursuing the 
United States proposal and ‘“‘in 
obtaining the widest possible 
area-of agreement at the earliest 
possible date.’ 

Montgomery Urges Pullback 

By Both Sides in Europe. 

LONDON, Oct. 18 (AP)—Field 
Marshal Lord Montgomery, for- 
mer deputy supreme commander 
of NATO forces in Europe, 
called yesterday for withdrawal 


of Western and Russian forces’ 


to their own national territories. 

Montgomery, who stepped 
down from his command in Sep- 
tember 1958, told the House of 
Lords: 

“T am prepared to state defi- 
nitely, as a soldier, that such a 
withdrawal on our part can be 
safely carried out without in 
any way weakening the defen- 
sive posture of the Western al- 
liance provided it is carried out 
sensibly and it is properly or- 
ganized.” 

Montgomery said the Russians 
would pull back if the West is 
prepared to withdraw. 

“The only armed forces to be 
in other people’s countries 
should be those of the United 
Nations and then only with the 
consent of the peoples con- 
cerned,’’ Montgomery said.

state law which became effective 

Shareholders of St Louts 
Union Trust Co. have been asked 
to authorize the issuance of 50.- 
000 new shares of common stock, 
which would be 
available to key 
executives 
through a stock 
option plan. The 
board of direc- 
tors of the trust 
company has 
r ecommended 
adoption of the 
plan 

A stock option 
plan is being 
considered by K.R. Cravens 
Mercantile Trust Co.. Kenton R. 
Cravens, president, told the Post- 
Dispatch. No formal action has 
been taken by the board of di- 
rectors of the bank. 

Directors of Security-Mutual 
Bank and Trust Co. will con- 
sider a stock option plan at a 
meeting today, William A. Bor- 
ders, president, said. The plan 
would be similar to that pro- 
posed by St. Louis Union Trust 
Co., he said. Manchester Bank 
also is studying a stock option

The new law allows banks and 
trust companies to have ‘stock 
option plans and to have author- 
ized and unissued shares of capi- 
tal stock of not more than 10 per 
cent of the authorized figure. 

In a stock option plan, an ex- 
ecutive is granted the right to 
purchase a number of shares at 
95 per cent of the market price 
on the date of the grant. The 
option can be exercised any time 
within a specilied period, usu- 
ally 10 years, or as long as em- 
ploved. 

Th maximum allotment of 
options to one person in the St. 
Louis Union Trust plan is 5000 
shares. At current market prices, 
this would require an investment 
of about $300,000. No options will 
be granted to anyone owning 
more than 10 per cent of the 
trust company’s. stock. 

Stock options have been widely 
adopted by business corpora- 
tions, but national banks and 
most state-chartered banks are 
not permitted to have them. 
About 21 states have laws per- 
mitting state-chartered banks to

Stock options are designed to 
increase the incentive of officers 
and @mployes by expanding their 
ownership in the company.

NEAR RECORD HIGH PAPERS ARE SIGNED 


NEW YORK, Oct. 18 (AP)— 
Stock buying on credit ap- 


proached 'a_ record high last 
month after three monthly de- 
clines.

UNBIZERTE STIRS 


FRENCH DENIALS

PARIS, Oct. 18—The report of 
the International Commission of 
Jurists on the conduct of French 
paratroopers in the battle of Bi- 


terte is stirring bitter contro’ 


versy here 

The only French member of 
the commission, Jean Kreher, 
said he disapproved of the report 
and that it had been released 
without his having seen it 

In Rome, Lord Shawcross, for- 
mer attorney general of Great 
Britain and A. J.M. Van Dal, a 
Dutch supreme court lawyer, 
both members of the 24-man 
commission, also asked to be 
disassociated from the report 
compiled in Tunis by three of 
the jurists. They contended it 
would have been better not to 
have reported on alleged atroci- 
ties by one side in a conflict in 
which they might have been 
committed by both sides. 

Lack of Co-operation. 

In Norway, Rolf Christopher- 

sen, one of the three who drafted 


the report, said the French re-| 


fused to co-operate with the in- 
vestigation. Christophersen, sec- 
retary general of the Norwegian 
Bar Association, said in an inter- 
view with a Norwegian newspa- 
per: “It is hardly necessary to 
stress that we have excellent 
proof of French atrocities against 
Tunisian prisoners.” 

The report charged that para- 
troop units burned and mutilated 
Tunisian volunteer soldiers and 
civilians. 

A sign of official touchiness 


about the report was the censor- | 


ing of the left-wing newspaper, 
Liberation, which appeared on 
the newsstands Monday morning 


with most of its back page and | 
one-third of its front page blank. | 
An uncensored copy showed a | 


headline that read: ‘‘Paratroop- 
ers who do so much harm to 
France accused in an over- 
whelming report on the Battle 
of Bizerte.”’ 


Mutilated Body Shown. 

The newspaper gave excerpts 
from the report, reproduced a 
front page of England’s Man- 
chester Guardian, which gave 
the story heavy play, as well as 
a photograph of a fallen Tuni- 
sian volunteer with the Celtic 
cross of the Fascist ‘“Young Na- 
tion’’ organization gouged into 
his bare chest. It also gave the 
full texts of the French denials. 

The forty-five page report is 
based on the testimony of 26 
eyewitnesses and inspection of 
bodies exhumed for the three 
investigators. It contains six 
photographs of burned or mu- 
tilated bodies, excerpts from tes- 
timony, and a foreword by Sir 
Leslie Munro of New Zealand, 
gecretary general of the com- 
mission and former president of 
the United Nations General As- 
eembly. 

The other members who con- 
ducted the investigation in Tunis 
from Sept. 6 through 9 were 
Gerald Gardiner, former chair- 
man of the Bar Council of Eng- 
land and Wales, and Felix Erma- 
cora, professor of constitutional 
law at the University of Inns- 
bruck, Austria 

Requested by Tunisia. 

The investigation was made at 
the request of the Tunisian gov- 
ernment by the commission, a 
non - governmental organization 


with consultative status to the | 


United Nations Economic and 
Social Council. 

The substance of the report, 
an indictment of the alleged sav- 
agery of French elite paratroop 
regiments, was denounced twice 
by French sources. The first de 
nial came from “authorized 
sources’’ and cast doubt on the 
report’s validity. The sources 
noted that the bodies were ex- 
humed, six weeks after the fight- 
ing, from the Sidi Salem ceme 
tery in Bizerte, which French 
troops never occupied. 

The second French denial, 
more strongly worded came from 
“authorized military sources.” 
It said the international press 
on hand in Tunisia at the 
time of the Bizerte affair had 
brought no confirmation to Tu- 
nisian allegations.

McAfee said his meeting with 
the Shade Tree Service Co. pres- 
ident, the late Kenneth L. Bak- 
er, occurred in Miami, Fla. 
They discussed allegations by 
Union Electric accountants that 
the utility had been overcharged 
$31,000 for tree trimming serv- 
ices in a three-year period, he 
said 

In a later discussion with Un- 
ion Eleetric officers, Baker 
agreed to repay the -$31,000, Mc- 
Alee said. As soon as the agree- 
ment,was reached, McAfee testi- 


fied,“ he called Jacobs and in- | 


formed him of what had oc- 
curred, 
Pald $378,040 in 1951. 

MoAfee said Union Electric 
paid Shade Tree $378,040 for work 
in 1951. By 1958, he testified, the 
business amounted to $679,500 
annually. 

A witness testified yesterday 
that Jacobs acquired an interest 
in Shade Tree for $15,000 in 1953 
and sold out five years later for 
$161,000. 

Testimony was given vester- 
day by Henry E. Rathert, assist- 
ant chief of the intelligence di- 
vision of the Internal Revenue 
Service, about an interview with 
Jacobs in 1955. 

Refused $25,000. 

Rather said Jacobs told him 
that Baker had asked for an in- 
troduction to McAfee to discuss 
the ovéfcharge in 1951. Jacobs 
told Rathert he had refused 
$25,000 offered by Baker for 
services rendered, Rathert testi- 
fied. 

Early in 1951, Rathert .testi- 
fied Jacobs told him, Baker said 
he was going to make Jacobs a 
partner in the Shade Tree com- 
pany, Later that year Baker 
reportedly told Jacobs he would 
incorporate the firm and give 
Jacobs 49 per cent of the stock, 
the witness said. 

Baker told Jacobs, Rathert 
testified, that he should have 
something to show for his inter- 
est in the company, so he gave 
Jacobs $20,000 which Jacobs said 
he used to obtain a first deed of 
trust On company property.

It 
was Hoover, as head of the 
United States Relief Administra 
tion in 1919, who cut through red 
tape to get needed food ship- 
ments to Finland. 

There was then, as there was 
to be later, mistrust of Finland 
among the Allies. Finland used 
German help in putting down a 
Red rebellion which, had it suc- 
could have made the 
country part of the Soviet Union. 

Hoover insisted that Finland 
needed help, and the way was 
cleared for the food shipments. 

In the winter war of 1939-40, 
Hoover was active in Finnish re- 
lief work. Throughout the years 
he has remained a friend of Fin- 
land. 

On leaving Washington today 
Kekkonen described his visit with 
President Kennedy as “a great 
experience I will never forget.’ 

‘My talks with President Ken- 
nedy made a deep impression on 
me. They were most interesting, 
pleasant and informal,” Kek- 
konen told Secretary of State 
Dean Rusk. who went to the 
airport to see him off on a flight 
to New York to start a tour oft 
the United States.

The lifting of the Dec. 31 time 
limit on Berlin does not in itself 
open the way to negotiations so 
long as Russian terms remain 
that the Western rights in Berlin 
be wiped out as the result of Rus- 
sia's planned separate peace 
treaty with East Germany. But 
it can contribute to a detente if 
the Russians show signs of giv- 
ing on other matters. 

OFFICIALS HERE _ empha- 
sized that Khrushchev’s offer to 
lift the Dec. 31 deadline was 
highly conditional and obviously 
designed to force the Allies to 
speed to negotiations. 

The operative phrase, in Wash- 
ington opinion, was Khrushchev’'s 
remark that the time limit could 
be lifted “if the Western powers 
display readiness to settle the 
problem.”’ 

In point of fact Washington ex- 
pected Khrushchev to make this 
offer on the time ‘limit because 
this was hinted in the Gromyko- 
Kennedy talks and subsequently 
the Dec. 31 date has not been 
mentioned by any Soviet official 
or any Soviet media 

In that Khrushchev has re- 
moved a procedural obstacle to 
negotiations, namely Allied ob- 
jection to talking under an, ulti- 
matum, he contributes at least 
a postponement the Berlin 
crisis, provided negotiations take 
place. 

It is an old diplomatic trick 
for Khrushchev to set deadlines 
and then remove them at a 
price. In 1958 he gave a Six- 
month deadline for an Allied 
exit on Berlin, then extended it, 
and finally lifted it conditionally 
after conversations with Presi- 
dent Eisenhower at Camp David. 

BUT THOSE who have argued 
for a firm stand on Berlin claim 
credit for their diagnosis of 
Khrushchev as being a bluffer 
who would — if his bluff was 
called—back away from a show- 


of 


down and try to prepare the 
scene for the time when the 
West can be scared into sur- 


rendering without a fight. 
Khrushchev’s self confidence 
was such that he chose publicly, 
if indirectly, to attack his ide- 
ological antagonists in the Com- 
munist bloc. Although he did 
not name Red China, the Soviet 


dictator denounced absentee Al- 
bania for trying “to drag the 
Communist camp back” to out- 
moded principles such as the 
Stalinist cult of personality. 

Aside from the fact that little 
Albania is not capable of drag- 
ging anyone anywhere, every 
Communist and every Commu- 
nist expert knows that Albania 
is the ideological disciple of Red 
China and that a denunciation 
of one amounts to a denuncia- 
tion of the other. 

His report on the so-called 
“anti-party maneuverings’’ of 
June 1958 that led to the ouster 
of former Premier Malenkov, 
Bulganin, etc., from the govern- 
ment did not cause particular 
surprise since this was Khrush- 
chev’s first review since the 1956 
party congress of his steward- 
ship. (The 1959 party congress 
was a special session devoted to 
the seven-year plan.) But the ad- 
dition of President Klementi 
Voroshilov to the list of plotters 
had significance in that it brought 
their total to seven, as opposed 
to the four who upheld Khrush- 
chev. 

IN WASHINGTON’S view, this 
demonstrated Khrushchev’s polit- 
ical skill in that he was able to 
hold power despite the opposition 
of the Politburo majority. 

It is also believed that Khrush- 
chev made a point of reminding 
the congress of the anti-party 
plot to discourage any thought 
that the ousted leaders might be 
politically rehabilitated, thus 
qualifying as heirs apparent to 
his rule, 


As the top man in the Commu- 
nist empire and as a man un- 
afraid to flex his muscles, Pre- 
mier Khrushchev is also the most 
exposed. In a secret society, the 
signs of downfall are secret too.

Khrushchev to the Party 


Premier Khrushchev's well-advertised ad- 
dress to the Russian Communist party con- 
press in Moscow reveals, as much as anything, 
the complex pressures bearing on the Soviet 
leader. And it seems to us that despite the 
bomb-rattling it contains an invitation to 
genuine bargaining over Berlin; and a desire 
to avoid war. 

If Khrushchev has been contending with 
Stalinist adversaries who wanted something 
tougher than his policy of peaceful co-exist- 
ence, this speech suggests the possibility that 


he is still on top. He now offers, “if the - 


Western powers display readiness to settle the 
German problem,” to postpone beyond his 
previously-set date of Dec. 31 the signing of 
a,German peace treaty. This he couples with 
the unprecedented announcement that the 
Russians will explode a monster nuclear de- 
vice at the end of the month. 

Of course the two propositons are con- 
nected, but it is possible that the perfection 
and explosion of a 50-megaton bomb consti- 
tutes not only a continuation of the tactics of 
terror. but a face-saving device behind which 
Khrushchev can soften his Berlin demands. 
Though there is no particular use for such a 
huge bomb, the fact that the Russians have 
it symbolizes their military strength and 
makes it considerably easier for them to 
water down political demands without being 
charged with weakness. 

> > . 

It has never been perfectly clear why the 
Russians resumed nuclear testing Sept. 1, but 
the big bomb, some 2500 times as big as the 
one exploded at Hiroshima, and two and a 
half times bigger than our biggest, will be 
the twenty-first in the series and the first 
to be announced in advance. It will add sig- 
nificantly to the poison the Russians have 
already poured into the atmosphere this 
autumn. We think the United Nations Gen- 
eral Assembly should at once protest against 
this announced intention to give the world an 
out-sized: dose of radioactive fallout. A protest 
would probably do no good, but it should 
be made in the name of mankind. 

The background of the party congress, the 
first in two years, provides ample reason why 
Khrushchev should want to appear strong, 
secure and amenable. An ambitious new par- 
ty program was published last July and wide- 
lv circulated. The program was a blueprint 
for Communism to outstrip capitalism by 
1980 and to create such an enviable social 
and economic situation in the Soviet Union 
by that time that the world would turn to 
Communism by choice. 

Such a program requires for its fulfillment 
a peaceful world, and as Khrushchev faced 
his Russian colleagues and members of 80 
delegations from foreign Communist parties 
he could not say there would be peace. But 
his glowing forecasts cannot be fulfilled with- 
out it. 

7 > . 

Whether they can be fulfilled at all we 
doubt. First place in the world in volume of 
housing construction, 75 per cent of the na- 
tional income spent on satisfying personal 
requirements of workers, no taxes by 1965, 
great increases in education, large increases 
in the Communist share of world industrial 
production, huge rises in the extraction of 
minerals, an industrial output of 60 per cent 
that of the United States compared to 30 per 
cent a decade ago—this is a huge order. The 
point is that Khrushchev cannot have all this 
and war too. 

Nor can he have economic progress and an 
intensification of the arms race, which has 
already resulted from his decision to resume 
nuclear testing in the atmosphere. So again 
there are questions about the pressures act- 
ing on Khrushchev—the militarists in the 
Soviet Union advocating greater prepared- 
ness, Communists in China and elsewhere 
demanding successful anti-Western moves as 
the price of continued Russian leadership in 
the Communist world, Soviet citizens demand- 
ing the consumer goods that Khrushchev has 
promised. 

There will be more oratory and much pri- 
vate conferring as the congress progresses. 
It is occurring at an obviously critical time, 
perhaps the proper time for the West to let 
it be known privately what the nature of its 
thinking is on Berlin. That process may have 
started with Mr. Gromyko. The reaction of 
the Communist world could well determine 
the shape of things to come, possibly the per- 
sonal future of Khrushchev himself. 


Flabby Youth 


It is sad but not surprising that Dr. Ted 
Forbes, an official of the President’s Council 
on Youth Fitness, commented on the results 
of tests in two schools: “The condition of this 
nation’s children is worse than I thought, 
I was shocked at the results at Muskogee and 
Minot.” Fifty-one per cent of children tested 
at Muskogee, Okla., and 47 per cent of chil- 
dren at Minot, N.D., failed such simple tests 
as a single pull-up by a 12-year-old boy. 

President Kennedy, who is a golfer. swim- 
mer, and touch football player, is an advocate 
of the active life and is especially concerned 
about the flabby condition of the nation’s 
school children. Gone are the days when chil- 
dren walked a mile or two to school; today 
they go to school in car pools, and turning 
on a television set may be the only exercise 
many take. School officials should provide 
fitness tests and phvsical exercise as a re- 
quired program for all pupils. St. Louis 
schools are to be commended for hiring more 
physical education instructors this year and 
for making greater use of physical fitness re- 
port cafds for pupils. 


Raising the Rent? 


In eight years the United States has given 
Spain a billion dollars in economic assistance 
and has helped to modernize General Franco’s 
army, in return for three strategic air bases 
and a naval base. The 10-year bases agree- 
ment runs out in 1963, and now Washington 
has had its first intimation that Franco wants 
to raise the rent. 

The General chose the ancient Castilian city 
of Burgos as the scene, and the twenty-fifth 
anniversary of his rise to power as the occa- 
sion, for commenting on the bases pact. He 
said the effectiveness of his forces had dimin- 
ished because of “new advances” in tech- 
niques, and that the agreements “need to be 


studied afresh and modified» to adjust them 


to the new situation.” 

This statement appears to be more than a 
hint that the Spanish dictator wants nuclear 
weapons and more dollars, as a price for re- 


newing the bases pact. He makes the point 
so far ahead of the expiration of the pact 
because that agreement itself required 18 
months of negotiation. The American public, 
eight years ago, was doubtful about dealing 
dollars to the remaining symbol of European 
Fascism, but the deal was accepted on the 
ground of military necessity. This was when 
bombers were more important than intercon- 
tinental missiles. If the issue has to be re- 
argued now in terms of atomic weapons, 
American resistance may mount. 

Possibly Franco, in the way of shrewd 
traders, demands nuclear power and dollars 
in the expectation of getting the dollars alone. 
This would be a more realistic expectation. 
The United States has been cautious in offer- 
ing nuclear weapons to some of its trust- 
worthy allies. In that context it would be 
hard to explain the nuclear arming of an 
unsympathetic dictator. 


How Much for Busses? 


What will it cost the Bi-State Development 
Agency to buy out the metropolitan area’s 15 
private bus companies? Can they be paid for 
out of fare-box revenues? 

Having now been virtually assured of the 
$100,000 necessary to pay for appraisals of 
the private properties, Bi-State is preparing 
to answer these central questions. The ap- 
praisal fund is the eommon contribution to- 
ward a transit solution of St. Louis, St. Louis 
county and the Illinois communities of East 
St. Louis, Belleville, Alton and Granite City. 

Precisely what the companies will cost de- 
pends upon the outcome of future negotia- 
tions between Bi-State and the individual pri- 
vate operators, Judging by the Gilman Co.'s 
supplementary transit study of last Decem- 
ber, Bi-State probably can afford to buy pro- 
vided the total cost is no more than 
$30,000,000. 

But it should be possible to acquire the 
private. lines for considerably less. St. Louis 
Public Utilities Engineer H. P. Ingebritsen 
has arrived at a fair value figure for Public 
Service Co. properties of about $18,000,000. 
Public Service Co. does about 80 per cent of 
the area’s bus business, and this suggests the 
other operators might be bought for $3,600.- 
000 or less, or a total of $21,600,000, 

Assuming a purchase price at or close to 
that figure, Bi-State ought not to have any 
trouble selling revenue bonds to raise the 
necessary sum. Bi-State has no taxing powers; 
it can raise the capital necessary to get in 
the bus business only by borrowing on its 
earnings potential. 

The Gilman Co.’s figures suggest that a Bi- 
State bus operation ought to attract a suffi- 
cient number of quarters through the fare 
box to pay off a $21,600,000 debt, to take 
care of depreciation requirements and—most 
important of all—to provide improvements 
in service. If the appraisals bear out that 
forecast, one of these days the people will 
be riding in their own busses. 


The Camel Driver and His Trip 


In that delightful classic of childhood days, 
The Arabian Nights, great good fortune often 
befell some impoverished and humble person 
who did a kindly act or otherwise proved him- 
self worthy of Allah’s blessing. A grand vizier 
might bestow high rank on a bedraggled beg- 
gar or a jinni might heap riches on an unfor- 
tunate farmer. Now Scheherazade, the mag- 
ical teller of these delectable tales, has been 
outdone by actual events. 

The case of Bashir Ahmad, the Pakistani 
came! driver of Karachi, can stand with Alad- 
din and his wonderful lamp. Vice President 
Johnson, visiting Pakistan last May, shouted 
to Bashir, “Come over and see me in Amer- 
ica!’ From the crowd, the barefoot Bashir 
responded, “I will!” That was the “open 
sesame” to a new world for Bashir. A fund 
was raised for him, diplomatic machinery 
moved and here he is, having arrived by a 
jet airliner that was indeed more luxurious 
and speedier than a flying carpet. The Texas 
barbecue, which Mr. Johnson arranged for 
him, certainly can be compared with any 
sultan’s feast. And as for a magic palace, 
Bashir probably will be even more over-awed 
by the White House. 

Unaccustomed as he is to shoes, the black- 
mustached Bashir nevertheless handles him- 
self with such dignity that he lends verisimili- 
tude to those old stories of the humble whose 
heads were not turned when Allah rewarded 
them. No jinni, whether he came out of a 
bottle or thunder cloud, ever conducted a 
protege on a more marvelous journey than 
that which Bashir Ahmad now is experiencing. 


One Job or the Other 

Democratic Alderman William L. Clay. of 
the Twenty-sixth Ward, one of the more en- 
lightened members of the aldermanic cham- 
ber, has taken an unenlightened stand on the 
question of conflict of interest. Mr. Clay has 
accepted a new job as a paid business agent 
of Local 410 of the Public Employes Union. 
Most of its members are city workers whose 
pay is fixed by aldermanic resolution. 

Alderman Clay points out that merit-system 
municipal salaries are determined following 
Civil Service Commission recommendations 
which the Aldermen must accept or reject 
but cannot alter. True, the Aldermen do not 
originate the proposals, but they have the 
power of final decision. And human nature 
being what it is, it is hard to believe that an 
Alderman can dispassionately serve the public 
interest (or even the interest of one ward) 
when that interest conflicts with the objec- 
tives of the special interest that pays him. 

Nor is it any defense that “half the Alder- 
men represent some union in some form or 
other,” as Alderman Clay alleges. So far as 
we have been able to determine he is the 
only Alderman who is the full-time employe 
of a union whose members are predominantly 
municipal employes. But even if he were not 
alone, two wrongs do not make a right. 

Aldermen who front for the Bricklayers 
or the Teamsters or the Pipefitters or even 
some business groups evidently are not paid 
employes of those organizations. But they 
may be paid off in some other form—help on 
election day, say. 

The whole practice of Aldermen represent- 
ing their constituents on the basis of ballots 
and a union or some .other special interest 
on the basis of salary or favors is bad. That 
goes, of course, for members of the Legisla- 
ture too. A public representative who also 
represents a special group, whether for pay 
or for something else, is riding two horses. 
The law ought to.compel him to choose be-

Lexington

LEXINGTON, Ky., Oct. 18 
Basketball fans, and Lexington 
residents, were still upset today 
because five members of the 
Boston Celtics and two St. Louis 
Hawks were denied food at a 


local hotel and other eating es- 
tablishments here yesterday and 
refused to play in a professional 
exhibition game at Memorial 


_Coiiseum Tuesday night. 


The Hawks had little trouble 
with the more severely crippled 
Celtics as they leaped into an 
8-0 lead in the first two minutes 
and toyed with Boston in romp- 
ing to a 128-103 victory before 
nearly 10,000 spectators paying 
tribute to two University of Ken- 
tucky greats—Cliff Hagan of the 
jlawks and Frank Ramsey of 
the Celts. 

Announcement was made only 
a few minutes before the Celtics 
took the floor that their five 
Negro players would no: be in 
uniform and had left for Boston 

The five Celtics who did not 
play were Bill Russell, Al But- 
ler, Sam Jones, K. C. Jones and 
Tom Sanders. 
Hill, Sauldsberry Out. 

And when the five Celtics re- 
fused to play two Negroes on 
the Hawks—Cleo Hill and Woody 
Sauldsberry — decided to with- 
draw from the game. 

Si Green of the Hawks did not 
make the trip because of an 
injury. 

General Manager Marty Blake 
of the Hawks said he was told 
that Hill had been denied food 
at a restaurant. 

‘We've never

in past,”’ Blake 
said, ‘“‘and we have played as 
far south as Charlotte, N.C 
and played in the first inte- 
grated game at Memphis.” 

Officials of the University of 
Kentucky alumni associati@n. 
sponsors of the game, said, ‘‘We 
are very regretful that this hap- 
pened. Naturally, we wish that 
it hadn’t happened, but there 
was nothing we could have done 
about it. It was a misunder- 
standing a terrible misun- 
derstanding. 

Art Lang, manager of the 
Phoenix hotel, said the hotel did 
not have discriminatory policies 
and the refusal to serve the 
plavers resulted from a mis- 
understanding. 

He said he heard about the 
incident about 30 minutes after it 
had happened and would have 
“served the boys on the house’’ 
if he could have reached them. 
“The unfortunate thing was that 
it mushroomed so fast before ] 
know about it,”’ Lang said. 

It was unusual for Negroes to 
be denied food service at the 
hotel since many integrated bas- 
ketball and .football teams jAave 
been accepted at the hotel for 
the past several years. 

In fact, only last Friday and 
Saturday three Negro members 
of the Kansas State football team 
were served at the hotel.

Among these are: (1) No 
motorboats will be permitted, 
and (2) no minnows, fish, or 
parts of fish, alive or dead, 
will be permitted for use as 
bait. (This second regulation 
is designed to prolong a bal- 
ance of fish population as long 
as possible.)

The Bite of Truth 
By David Brinkley 


NEW YORK, Oct. 18. 
WHAT I LIKE about ‘David Brinkley’s Journal’’ is that 
it has the dry editorial bite of truth instead of press agentry 
and | was enormously encouraged by the fact that the first 
program has brought a howl of rage from the Chamber of 
Commerce of Cocoa 
Beach, Fla. If Cocoa 
Beach had loved it, the 
rest of us would probably 
have been bored to death. 
Brinkley’s second pro- 
gram will be broadcast 
tonight (KSD-TV 9:30 p.m. 
CDT) and I most urgent- 
ly recommend that you 
watch it. The title is 
“Crime Pays,’ and . the 
title says aloud what 
the cynical have said pri- 
vately for years. 
Brinkley’s opening 
words on this program to- 
night are’ “They used to 
run little ads in the back 
pages of Popular Me- 
chanics saying — ‘Boys, 
make big money! Be a 
fox farmer.’ Well, attrac- 
tive as that might be, a 
young American who 
wants to make a lot of money may very well decide his best 
career Opportunity is to become a gangster because crime is 
a@ growth industry already bigger than steel, oil, or automo 


biles.

“A young criminal in the beginning may need a 
little muscle, but later on he won’t use his muscle 
any more. He will use lawyers. No formal education 
is required.” 

The half-hour program is devoted to showing how un- 
touched by law enforcement the hoodiums are, how well] they 
live in their huge Grosse Point mansions, and how rich the 
professional mobster is. 

At the end of the program Attorney General Robert Ken- 
nedy appears to say that if big time crime (J. Edgar Hoover 
in a recently published letter said, ‘Fundamentally crime 
is a local problem’’) continues unchecked, big-time gangsters 
will ultimately “have a major effect on our community and 
control our economy. 

“They (the gangsters) are in all kinds of businesses,” 
continues Kennedy, “‘unions and trucking and vending ma- 
chines, in restaurants, in the export and import business, in 
hotels, in the soft drink industry, in the garment industry, 
in real estate and grocery chains, in shipping and law firms. 
Big-time gangsters have replaced the machine gun with. at- 
torneys, with lawyers—the professional fixers. 

“Something has to be done about it and the only thing 
that's going to be done is by the American people and those 
charged with authority, taking some major steps and doing 
something now.” 

Brinkley’s producer is Ted Yates, a fearless, capable and 
honest man—and there aren’t so many of those around—who 
says he and Brinkley are ‘‘trying to introduce a little irony 
and satire into this turgid, boring, fatheaded public affairs 
aréa 

Brinkley is one of the first to bring wit to reporting on 
television. (Elmer Davis had a marvelous gift for irony, too, 
but his was a radio personality.) Brinkley and Yates, who 
has integrity, should make as formidable a team as Fred 
Friendly and Edward R. Murrow. 


“Don't play it safe is our one rule,” says Yates. 

“This is like being a kamikaze pilot. But terribly 

exhilarating. No television performer can last for- 

ever and Brinkley is counting on it. This show is 
what I would want to sec.” 

Yates has just moved to Washington: and he is enthusi- 
astic about both Washington and the New Frontier. 

‘New York does slow down creativity. There are too 
many people around and it’s against the rules to think. It's 
a city of reflex action as far as I’m concerned, whereas 
Washington isn’t. Washington is the only city where if some- 
one passes your office and sees you reading—they think 
you're working. In New York if you’re reading at your desk, 
they think you don’t have anything to do. 

“I haven’t met an ad man here. There’s no Madison 
avenue here and | think that’s what makes it so pleasant. 
The only thing wrong with Washington was that it wasn’t 
equipped to handle us technically—we had to import every- 
thing from the sound men to my co-producer, Stuart Schul- 
berg, and my associate producer, Bob Asman. And without 
them, our policy of Brinkleymanship would never succeed be- 
cause I haven't the foggiest notion of how to produce this 
show.”

Learning to Read 10,000 Words a Minute 


Nathan Kohn Jr., Is an Exc apres. but President Reads at 1200 and It’s a Booming Study 


DR.

SPEED READING is receiving 
considerable attention and some 
lay it to the John F. Kennedy 
influence; like the boom in rock- 
ing chairs. Word has gotten 
around that the President takes 
in 1200 words a minute, not set- 
ting any “records but sprinting 
along with the better speed 
readers. If Republicans don’t 
like that explanation they. can 
resurrect Teddy Roosevelt. His 
reading speed was reckoned at 
2000 words a minute. 

Speed reading has been around 
a long time. The spectator in- 
terest is new, stimulated by 
speed readers on television as 
well as by Presidential word- 
gulping. Speed reading also is 
getting attention because many 
executives are practicing it, and 
saying their desks never before 
have been so neat and clean, 
and there is suificient executive 
worship in the United States to 
make that a grand boost for 
speed reading. 

Many schools offer it in St 
Louis. Both universities, the De- 
Coursey Reading Laboratory at 
3910 Lindell, Nathan Kohn Jr. at 
9827 Clayton, and the Clayton, 
Kirkwood, University City and 
Webster Groves high schools and 
the Downtown Y.M.C.A. offer 
courses. Many courses already 
are under way and a suddenly 
aroused interest in speed read- 
ing will have to wait until the 
next semester. There is no join- 
ing late. and catching up in 
speed reading. 

A speed reading course usual- 
ly is presented under some such 
title as ‘‘Reading Improvement”’ 
and there is no age limit or 
even “any particular rhyme or 
reason,"" said one instructor, 
among people taking the courses 
He has noticed one consistency: 
in each new enrollment of 100 
or so there will be several 
parents whose children took the 
class the previous semester and 
shame their elders, bumbling 
along on the printed page. 

Some don’t care how the inter- 
est in speed reading is explained. 
They won't excuse it. They ex- 
pect the whole thing will go 
away, like Scrabble and hula 
hoops, abandoned by the exihibi- 
tionists of all ages as soon as 
speed reading becomes too com- 
mon to be distinctive. Maybe 
it will be replaced by speed knit- 
ting. 

Speed reading seems particu- 
larly annoying to people with an 
honest claim of putting in re- 
spectable amounts of their leisure 
time reading. The more a man 
reads, and the higher he values 
his tastes, the more likely he is 
to scorn speed readers. The rea- 
soning is that no piece of good 
writing can be appreciated for 
style when it takes equal time to 
read a page and pull the zipper 
on a pack of cigarettes. 

Their irritation becomes horror 
when a high school student ap- 
pears on television and reads a 
book at the advertised rate of 
10,000 to 20,000 words per min- 
ute. They react as violently as

though they had been asked to 
give up Mark Twain for Jack 
Paar. Like it or not though 
they are stuck with a fact 


The thing has gone too far, 
and too many respectable peo- 
ple have pledged allegiance to 
it, for speed reading to be a 
fake. No villain is in the back- 
ground waiting to pounce with 
the giant profiteering stroke, 
Instant Libraries. A man 
doesn't have to join the speed 
readers but right now he can't 
lick them, either. 


One of the established speed 
readers in St. Louis is Nathan 
Kohn Jr., a man with a doctor's 
degree in education from Wash- 
ington University and a business 
of his own on Clayton Road 
Kohn’s letterhead reads,.“*nk. and 
associates, inc.’ with the tail 
off the k leading to a further 
explanation of nk’s doings — 
“psychologists — personnel con- 
sultants approved by the Amer- 
ican board for psychological 
services.”’ 

The letterhead is lower-case 
all the way, none of these old- 
fashioned. capital letters. Kohn 
explained that the speed reading 
is a lesser part of his business, 
financially. He does better, com- 
mercially, by giving personnel 
tests and_ such, 
panies from putting a natural 
born square man in a round job. 


“We do those things which 
have to do with understanding 
people,”’ Kohn said. He also 
said, ‘“‘We make less on this 
speed re iing course than any- 
thing we do, but in terms of 
what we do for people and the 
response of people the speed 
reading course may be one of 
the most valuable things we 
do.” 


Kohn is a believer, 

He took me into a room used 
as a classroom for the speed 
reading course, 15 weeks, a two 
and-a-half-hour each 
week. Two graduates of his 
course followed Kohn into the 
room. They also are believers 
That made a room with three be- 
lievers and a neutral in it. 

Kohn stood behind a bank of 
three machines, facing a movie 
screen. He began to talk. He 
said the mechanical essence of 
the course is the tachistoscope, a 
projector that controls. the ex- 
posure of light. The machine can 
flash sentences on the screen at 
a rate to bore the village idiot, 
Or it can speed up and leave 
John F. Kennedy and the shade 
of Teddy Roosevelt in the dust. 


Kohn said he was just running 
the machine through its paces to 
show what it could do. I was 
more impressed by what Kohn 
could do, talking. The machine 
had all it could do to keep up 
with his conversation. He can be 
a speed talker. 

The machine is an improved 
descendant of the slide projector 
that was used in aircraft-recogni- 
tion classes during World War 
Il. Kohn’s speed talking covered 
the elderly men and women who 
passed the course as Air Raid

The orbits are ‘‘oval,”’ 
but most of them are fairly close 
to being circles. 

The farthest planet is Pluto. 
Pluto may be an escapad moon 
of Neptune, but at present is 
classed as a planet. 

Using the average orbit of 
Pluto as our guide, we may 
figure the width of our solar sys- 
tem at about seven billion miles, 
Most of the known comets fail to 
travel as far away as the orbit of 
Pluto.

TOSTART WORK Factor Causes Some Recoveries 


IN COLOMBIA 


| 


BOGOTA, Oet. 18 (AP) — The 
United States Peace Corps vol- 
unteers sent to Colombia will get 
their assignments next week to 
the backlands where they will 
live for two years in an effort to 
bring American know-how to the 
nation’s farmers. 

The assignments range from 
frosty hamlets in the Andean 
highlands around Bogota to the 
steamy tropical lowlands where 
the towns are little more than 
clusters of adobe huts 

From Magdalena in the north 
to Narino in the south, the 642 
young Americans making up the 
contingent will be working with 
Colombians building schools, 
roads and gardens, developing 
health programs and trying to 
teach the Colombian peasant to 
help himself. 

Since the end of June, the 62 
corpsmen have been undergoing 
a rigorous training program both 
in the United States and in Co- 
lombia. 

Since their arrival here Sept. 
7, the volunteers have been bil 
leted at the government experi- 
mental farm near Bogota 

Agriculture and Spanish lan- 
guage classes have been empha- 
sized. Frequent trips into Bogo- 
ta have helped break the monot- 
onv of the routine. 

Many of the Americans have 
spent all their weekends with 
Colombian families. Parties and 
outings have been frequent 

The press has been warm in 
its welcome and has given their 
activities extensive 

The. corpsmen 
$50 a month while in the fi 
and will have to provide their 
own housing and most other per 
sonal needs. Medical and dental 
care will be free and the volun- 
teers will get their transporta- 
tion paid within Colombia if they 
want to travel during 30 days of 
leave a year. 

For the first 45 to 90 days of 
their current assignments, the 
volunteers will work in teams of 
Americans with a Colombian. 
After this, the teams of Ameri- 
cans will be broken up, with one 
American remaining at the orie 
nal site and the other 
transferred somewhere 
where he will join another Co 
lombian. 

Eventually will 
carefully selected sites 
corpsmen will be working 

Four of the group will serve 
as’ district supervisors and be 
responsible for the program in 
their area.

The liquidation deal—beset for | 


weeks by a federal anti-trust 
suit and tax ruling uncertainties 
—is to be completed in contract- 
signing ceremonies at Wilming- 
ton, Del 


Deciding to sell the producing 


and reserve properties and nego- 
tiating the purchase agreements 
with Tidewater Oil Co. and Pan 
American Oil Co., a Standard Oil 
Co. of Indiana subsidiary, proved 
far simpler for Honolulu Oil’s 
management and _ stockholders 
than winding up the deal. 
Sold Crude Oil. 

With no refineries or retail 
marketing, Honolulu Oi] depend- 
ed almost entirely on selling its 
crude oil production to compa- 
mes engaged in refining and 
marketing. 

With crude prices depressed bv 
high world production and _ in- 
creased foreign oil imports, Hon- 
Olulu Oil’s management and 
stockholders chose to sell out 
rather than risk trying to go into 
refining and marketing. 

Purchase bids were called for 
Jast February, and Honolulu Oil 
directors last May approved the 
offers by Tidewater, Pan Ameri- 
can Oil, and other companies to- 
taling $362,100,000. 

L. A. Cranson, president, told 
stockholders the liquidation re- 
turn would amount to about $100 
a share on 3,748,000 outstanding 
shares. 

Honolulu Oil’s share. prices, 
which in 1960 had ranged be- 
tween 40 and 53, spurted to %4 
following announcement of the 
liquidation deal’s terms and pay- 
out prospects. 

In July the stock price skidded 
back down to 73 on news that the 
Internal Revenue Commission 
ordered tax rulings on oil prop- 
erty sales help up. Honolulu 
Oil’s management had made a 
condition of the sale agreements 
that the proceeds be taxed at 
the capital gains rather than in- 
come rates. 


Anti-Trust Suit. 

On Sept. 19 the Federal Gov- 
ernment filed an anti-trust action 
to block the sale. Five days lat- 
er Honolulu Oil stockholders, in 
a long delayed meeting on the 
sale proposal, overwhelmingly 
voted to proceed despite the 
anti-trust action. 

The issues were argued before 
United States Judge Lloyd H. 
Burke on Oct. 11 on the Govern- 
ment’s request for a pretiminary 
injunction to block the sale 
pending full scale trial. Judge 
Burke denied the injunction. 

The Department of Justice has 
declined comment on its next 
course of action. 

Honolulu Oil’s largest individ- 
ual shareholder is Mrs. Lurline 
Roth, daughter of Capt. Matson 
and wife of William P. Roth, 
board chairman of Matson Navi- 
gation Co. She holds 218,796 
shares. 


DENTIST SAYS JAW 
AILMENT CAUSES 
MANY SYMPTOMS 


PHILADELPHIA, Oct. 18 (AP) 
~A New York dentist said yes- 
terday that many persons are 
receiving medical treatment for 
a variety of symptoms when they 
should be getting dental treat- 
ment for one disorder. 

The dentist, Dr. Nathan Allen 
Shore, identified the disorder as 
TMJ dysfunction. 

He told the American Dental 
Association, in convention here, 
that one out of every five per- 
sons exhibits some form of it. 

‘‘Many of these people are re- 
ceiving medical treatment for 
so-called headache, arthritis of 
the joints, neuritis of the fifth 
nerve, facial neuralgia, and ear 
ache when they are actually suf- 
fering from the varied and seem- 
ingly unrelated symptoms of 
temporomandibular joint dys- 
function,”’ Dr. Shore said. 

The temporomandibular joint 
is the one which serves as a 
hinge for the lower jaw. 

Dr. Shore, a member of the 
post-graduate faculty at Seton 
Hall College of medicine and 
dentistry, urged destists to take 
a thorough case history of pa- 
tients complaining of any of 30 
symptoms.

Incidence of crimes against 
property in the first nine months 
of 1961 in eight west central St. 
Louis county municipalities in- 
creased generally over the com- 
parable period of 1960, a Post- 
Dispatch survey indicated to- 
day. 


Sharpest increases reported by 


the incorporated communities, 
all of which operate full-time 
police departments, were in 
burglaries. 

Richmond Heights reported an 
increase of nearly 300 per cent 
in bugilaries, from 15 to 44; 
Brentwood reported a rise of 
, nearly 100 per cent, from 26 to 
$1. 


At the same time, only Univer- | 


sity City and Brentwood reported 
an appreciable increase in armed 
robberies in the first . nine 
months of this year. University 
City had an increase from five 
to nine robberies and Brentwood, 
which had no robbery in the 
first nine months of 1960, had 
three thus far this year. 


Burglaries Increase. 


None of the communities sur- 
veyed showed any other appre- 
ciable rise in crimes against per- 
sons, a category which includes 
homicide, manslaughter, aggra* 
vated assault, forcible rape and 
robbery. 


Communities covered in the 
survey are Clayton, University 
City, Richmond Heights, 
wood, Ladue, Brentwood, 
land and Wellston. 

As a group, the burglaries in 
the eight communities increased 
from 349 in the first nine months 
of 1960 to 453 in a comparable 
period this year. In larceny 
over $50, the group increased 
from 400 to 469 and in larceny 
under $50, the total declined 
from 1074 to 1023. The number 
of automobile thefts declined 
from 158 to 141. 

In crimes against persons, 
three homicides were committed 
thus far in 1961 as compared 
with one*in the 1960 period;

DES PERES FIRE, 
POLIGE MERGER 


oUt DEBATED 


As the Des Peres City Council 
approaches its Monday vote on 
whether to merge its police and 
fire services, the community's 
municipal and civic groups are 
engaging in a controversy that 
has generated considerable heat 
in other states in recent years. 

Des Peres residents have op- 
posed the measure in an open 
letter to their aldermen. Others 
have heeded the appeal of Mayor 
J. F. Souders to learn about the 
plan from officials who recom- 
mend it, rather than opposing 
& for lack of information. 

Local 398 of the St. Louis 
County Fire Fighters Union, 
which would be directly affected 
by the merger, is trying to block 
its adoption. Partially merged 
services in neighboring Fron- 
tenac and Town and Country are 
being studied with new interest. 


Community Vote Sought, 


At. a Council meeting last 
week, a 600-signature petition 
was submitted asking that resi- 
dents be allowed to vote direct- 
ly on the merger. 

The proposed Des Peres po- 
lice-fire merger would create a 
department of public safety to 
be administered by a _ three- 


member commission, The com- | 


mission would consist of the city 
marshal elected at large, the 
fire commissioner appointed by 
the mayor with approval of the 
aldermen, an another member 
chosen by the aldermen. 


Police and fire services would 
be supervised by a public safety 
director employed by the com- 
mission, subject to approval by 
the aldermen. Mayor Souders 
has said that St. Louis county 
police protection, provided for 
Des Peres under contract, would 
be retained until consolidation 
proved to be efficient. 


If the merger is approved, the 
city would buy a patrol car, hire 
three experienced policemen and 
train them for fire fighting. 
The city’s three full-time firemen 
would receive police training 
from the State Highway Patrol. 


Cities with merged services 
usually assign. public safety of- 
ficers to patrol cars or station 
wagons which carry the equip- 
ment that will be first needed 
at the scene of a fire, or other 
public safety call. 

Along with standard police 
gear, these men have with them 
fire extinguishers, first aid kits, 
hydrant wrenches and perhaps 
a collapsible stretcher. 

Since a radio-dispatched patrol 


‘ear is usually the first to arrive 


at the scene, its driver is pre- 
pared to fight small fires or 
appraise the situation and call 
for larger apparatus if neces- 
sary. 


Although merger of police and | 


fire services is a relatively new 
issue to Missouri, municipal ad- 
ministrators have been familiar 
with the plan, in fact and in 
theory, for many years. 
Unsuited to Big Cities. 

It is generally considered un- 
suited to large cities with their 
strong firemen’s unions, their 
urban expanse and their highly 
developed business and indus- 
trial areas. 

The plan has been most pop- 
ular among medium-sized and 
small cities, many of them 
suburbs. Although it was first 
attempted in 1901, many con- 
solidations have occurred since 
1945. 

In 1960, there were about 86 
American and Canadian cities 
practicing some degree of con- 
solidation. These ranged in size 
from cities like Sewickley 
Heights, Pa., with a population 
of 913, to Dearborn, Mich., 
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which has 140,000 residents. Des 
Peres has 5000. 

The three most common forms 
of consolidation, as defined by 
students of municipal govern- 
ment, are complete, partial and 
functional consolidation. 

Complete consolidation means 
a single department of public 
safety rather than separate 
police and fire departments. All 
operational and administrative 
functions are combined. Public 
safety officers receive. both 
police and fire training. 

Separation Retained. 

Partial consolidation, which 
has taken various forms, usually 
means that traditional separation 
of departments is retained, but 
a patrol corps of men from each 
is set up to be directed by which- 
ever department handles a 
specific call. This program may 
lead to complete consolidation. 

Functional consolidation, 

sometimes called police fire ‘‘co- 
operation,’’ also involves reten- 
tion of traditional departments. 
Policemen, however, may pre- 
| pare hydrants for hoses at a fire 
scene until firemen arrive. Or. 
firemen may help with admin- 
istrative tasks at the police sta- 
tion. 

The growth of police-fire 

> merger seems to have been gen- 
erated mostly by a desire for 
better public safety services, for 
a greater return from taxes and 
_for making more efficient use of 
firemen, who, aside from main- 
taining their equipment, are paid 
to wait for an alarm. 
| With modern radio communi- 
cations, many administrators 
contend, some of these stand-by 
personnel can render more com- 
plete and productive service in 
public safety patrol vehicles. 


Other Advantages. 

Those who advocate consolida- 
tion also cite the following 
points: 

1. Patrol activity is increased, 
police and fire emergency calls 
are answered faster and men 
with dual training are more 
versatile. 


2. Duplication of some oper- 
ating equipment, headquarters 
and office staff is eliminated. 


3. After the initial increased 
expenses have been met, many 
cities report consolidation to be 
more economical. 

4. The loss in manpower re- 
sulting from reduction in the 
length of the work week, par- 
ticularly for firemen, may other- 
wise mean additional hiring or 
reduced quality of service. 

5. Increased pay, shorter hours 
and greater variety of duty 


means higher morale and more , 


effective fire and crime preven- 
tion programs, 
Pitfalls Listed. 

Despite these apparent ad- 
vantages, police-fire merger is 
not universally sought. At least 
six cities have tried consolida- 
tion only to abandon it. Those who 
oppose thé plan list “among its 
' pitfalls: 

1. The problems of training 
men in two guch_ specialized 
functions that merger is not 
possible. 

2. The danger that if some 
men are put on patrol centrally 
located fire apparatus will be 
left with insufficient crews. 

3. The chance that a big police 
or fire emergency would strip 
the city of its protection from 
threats elsewhere in the commu- 
nity. 

4. The adverse effect of. con- 
solidation on morale, discipline, 
‘efficiency and fire insurance 
rates. 

5. The inability of any com- 
munity to develop a practical 
and successful program, and the

possibility that state statutes and 
local pension plans may prohibit 
merger.

warn ‘that the plan should be 
carefully studied in light of the 
community’s needs and goals, 
rather than hurriedly embraced 
as a panacea, 

Firemen Lead Opposition. 

The most vehement opposition 
to merger has come from the 
Internationa] Fire Fighters Asso- 
ciation and the International 
Association of Fire Chiefs. Al- 
though police chiefs have not 
formally opposed merger, they 
have not as a group expressed 
much enthusiasm. 

Some rank and file personnel 
in both departments fear they 
may lose their jobs. This fear 
is to be expected and in some 
cases may undoubtedly be justi- 
fied. In any case, they face the 
prospect of becoming qualified 
for unfamiliar duties, even 
though this qualification may 
mean higher pay. 

Many municipal specialists, 
however, see in consolidation an 
overriding advantage to the tax- 
payer. They contend that tra- 
ditional friction and some un- 
healthy competition between po- 
lice and fire departments is elim- 
inated, 7 

Their views can best be 
summed up in a comment by 
Safety, Director Glenford S. 


Mich., whose merged services 
have provided neighboring De- 
troit with more help than Oak 
Park has received from the city:

Laws regulating out - state 
county coroners have been 
termed outmoded and archaic at 
the annual seminar and conven- 
tion of the Missouri State Coro- 
ners’ Association. 

The convention, held here last 
week, formed plans to speed ac- 
tion to revise state laws regulat- 
ing the duties of county coroners. 

The laws governing investiga- 
tions of deaths by a coroners’ 
office now make murder the 
easiest crime in Missouri to com- 
mit and remain undetected, Ray 
mond I. Harris, St. Louis county 
coroner and pzesident of the as- 
sociation, said yesterday. 

Under present laws, he said, 
the county coroners office of 
other than first class counties 
can not be called in to investigate 
ea death without the consent of 
relatives or a request by the 
county registrar stating the death 
had occurred from unnatural or 
suspicious causes. 

A law broadening coroners’ 
powers in St. Louis, St. Louis 
county and Jackson county was 
passed at the recent session of 
the General Assembly. Under 
the new law, an_ investigation 
may be held in any case involv- 
ing death from unknown causes 
without the consent of relatives, 
as long as there are grounds for 
suspicion. 

“The laws now governing other 
eounties,’’ Harris said ‘are 
archaic and outmoded. We have 
been trying to have legislation 
enacted for more than six years 
that would modernize the entire 
system, but to date we have not 
had success.”’ 

Harris said more murderers 
@re now walking the streets of 
Missouri than are in jail because 
of the existing laws. 

“For example,” Harris said, 
“‘a man may be found dead in 
his bed, having died from ap- 
parent natural causes, and no 
investigation could be held unless 
the wife or family so requested. 
But the man could have been 
poisoned.” 

The convention, attended by 
more than 80 coronérs and police 
officials, discussed many facets 
of the coroners’ duties, including 
interrogation of witnesses, clues 
to identification, investigation of 
questionable deaths and methods 
for handling news releases.

Monitoring Data. 

“In the event of a nuclear 
war,’ Dille explained, “The 
FAA has to continue operations 
in support of all major air com 
mands, such as Strategic Air 
Command, the Military § Ajr 
Transport Service and the Tacti- 
cal Air Command. 

‘In addition, we will provide 
fixed station monitoring informa- 
tion to Civil Defense,”’ he adde 

Fixed station monitoring, Dille 
@aid, is the measuring of radia- 
tion at different levels at all FAA 
stations. ‘“‘“Of course, the FAA 
now controls almost all! aircraft 
in the United States.”’ he said 

Dille, normally stationed at 
Lambert-St. Louis Field. has two 
assistant instructors in the 
course, which ends Friday. They 
are Will Clark, electronic techni- 
cian, and Joseph Anderson, air 
traffic control supervisor, both 
at Lambert Field. 

The week-long course includes 
instruction in radiological shelt- 
ers, operation of geiger counters 
and other measuring devices, 
probable fallout areas, monitor- 
ing techniques, mission plann 
radiological recovery and inter 
pretation of data. 

Instruction By Doctor. 

"We do get help on one of the 
classes,” Dille said. “A doctor 
comes out from the Veterans Ad- 
ministration Hospital and gives 
instruction on radiation § sick- 
ness. Other than that, we teach 
the entire course.’ 

The instructors fact sheet de- 
fines a radiological! 
one who is “able to make accu- 
rate measurements of radiolog 
cal intensities with FAA 
ments and to interpret ri 
of other operators, and 
recommendations and dec 
based on these interpretations.” 

“That is what we have to teach 
them,”’ Dille said. ““‘These men 
learn fast. They are some of the 
best specialists and controllers 
in the country.”
